With all tho extravagance ol tbo sensn- 
tioaal writers of iho present dsy — wilb all 
the highlyxBeasooed work* of fiction, their 
iDtricBla plots, itartling Bituatlona, and stirou- 
lants for the imaginaiion generally — we ihinlt 
the unvarnijhed record of events id London 
life stands as a cbroniolo of slrangQ iDciJoiils 
tanparallelcd.

lion. Another fraud, and a most ingenious 
one, is perpettaied by an esiale and insu- 
rance agent near Locds, on tho railn ay com- 
panies- It appears that having by soniii 
means ascertained tho names of poriidtis to 
whom goods were consigned, he Bcut some 
one whom be met in the street to the railway 
Btations for the parcels, which appear some 
what oatolessly to have been delivered up 
without question. ,So many parcels, however, 
failed to reach their destination, that en- 
quiries were set on foot, which led to Ihe 
detection and apprehension of tbo prisoner. 
Property worth £G0, which bad thos boon d is 
honestly obtained, was recovered by the 
police. The prisoner was coromiiied for trial. 

The most extraordinary care of swindling, 
however, is that of a person pas.'^in;.^ hi.nsolf 
as Mr. Monttfiore, nophow to thu groat mil 
lionaire. Sir Moses, and connected wiih 
Rothschild's house. Hoiuing that a gentle- 
man who had a very respectable establish- 
ment in Berkeley square was about to sell 
his house or mortgage it to meet some en- 
gagements, tho swindler called upon li.ni 
first with tho oslensible obji;ct uf renting 
tho house, pending ttio decoration and lur- 
nishi"? of ono ho paid lie had purchased. 
The houao was rather small to aocommodate 
bis family ond " H servants," but he would 
take it. The conversation then became a 
little Bociablo, and the gentleman disclosed 
his rather embarrassed statu of nlTairs — on the 
learning of which Ilia p^eudo-.MoMtefiore 
evinced iiRCh eommis.=oration and ;iioini»(ul 
to use his influence to set matters right. 
Acoordiogly ortangemenia were made by 
which a sum large enough to clear off thu 
gentleman's Indebtednesp, was to be nJvaiu ed 
on the security of tho transfer ol his lease- 
hold pro^)orty, Tlie protumled mil lionniru 
called upon tliu gculloinnn a few days aller- 
words to inform him that avrai.gcments had 
been made at a bank with which he (IVlonto- 
fioro) had great influcnoe, to allow the gonllc^ 
man, after opening an acoonnt of £500, lo bavu 
the credit he required. Tho gentleman, how- 
ever, had not got XoOO, but the ricli man 
was not at all put oul by the aiuiouiu^eiiu'ril, 
and at once ollorcd lo give a chuquo ol hl.i 
own for £250 or £300, the geiitleman to gei 
tbo remainder.
